It’s normal to feel stress, anxiety 
and depression in the winter, ac- 
cording to Jeff Greeson, professor 
of psychiatry at the University of 
Pennsylvania.

eady to break some records, Chicago? 'Temperatures could drop overnight 
Wednesday to record lows, making Thursday the coldest Jan. 8 since 1942, 
when temperatures dipped to -ii degrees, the National MCfeather Service said. 


With a wind chill warning in effect beginning 
Wednesday, Chicago is bracing for the cold, with 
officials preparing to deal with closures, cancel- 
lations and possible commuting issues. Chicago 
Pubhc Schools canceled classes Wednesday, and 
by Tuesday 130 flights out of O’Hare had been 
canceled. 

The closing announcements came ahead of a 
cold front from the Canadian Rockies that’s ex- 
pected to bring daytime temperatures hovering 
around zero and wind chills of -25 to -35 degrees, 
according to the National Weather Service. 
Evening temperatures are expected to fall to be- 
tween -5 to -13 degrees while wind chills remain 
about the same as earfier in the day 

Last year’s winter approached or broke mul- 
tiple records in Chicago for frigid temperatures, 
total subzero days and cumulative snowfall. 


Some Chicago residents say Chiberia 2014 
prepared them for winter life here. 

Karl Castaneda got his first taste of living 
in a city where it snows when he 
moved to Chicago from Miami 
last year. But he wasn’t prepared 
for the blasts of cold that hit the 
city in the first few months of 
2014. Last winter, Chicago experi- 
enced a record-setting 23 subzero 
days, according to the weather 
service. 

“My expectations were just to 
see snow, since I had only seen 
snow a handful of times before 1 
moved here,” said Castaneda, 25, of 
Logan Square. “In Miami, on the 
coldest of days it’s stiU 65 degrees.” 


His first winter offered plenty of lessons about 
living in a cold climate: Always layer before going 
outside, invest in quality boots and coats, budget 
extra time when leaving the house to don all that 
gear and account for transportation delays. And 
resist the urge to stay in bed all weekend. 

“1 stUl like walking around in the snow ... and 
1 live right across the street from Humboldt 
Park, so I go out there when it’s all snowy” he 
said. ‘And 1 try to make the most 
of game nights or other stuff like 
that.” 

For Alicia Gonzalez, 39, of 
Evanston, the first step to getting 
through winter after she moved 
to Chicago last year from Mexico 
City was to get a long jacket. 

“People said get a jacket, one 
that covers your butt,” she said. 
“We had jackets, but they went 
only to the waist, and that really 
doesn’t work.”

CALL

up with my cheek pressed to my cold bathroom floor, 
partially cradHng the even colder toilet. It was Jan. i, 
2010 and New Year’s Eve had gotten just a little too 
out of control. Who hasn’t been there, amirite? I was 26, familiar with the occasional night of 
binge drinking and a soUd hangover. You’d think I would have known my limits by that age, but 
it wasn’t until my then-boyfriend looked me straight in the eyes and broached the topic of my 
drinking while I sat there staring back, head pounding and stomach churning. 



“You’re just too smart and talented and have 
too much promise to throw it away on alco- 
hol,” he said. 

“Because I’m hung over?” I asked, stunned. 
“People have hangovers all the time. OK, so 
sometimes I go a little overboard with my 
friends, but I’m not throwing my life away” 
What he saw, though, was me inching toward a 
dangerous path. As sharp as his statement was, 
it was clearly what I needed to hear. 

I stiU find it odd to this day that I, myself, 
hadn’t yet thought about my own drinking, 
considering alcoholism runs rampant in my 
family, making me more predis- 
posed to develop a drinking prob- 
lem. I grew up knowing my grand- 
ma had been a devoted member of 
Alcoholics Anonymous since be- 
fore I was born, and my close im- 
mediate family member who’s now 
16 years sober spoke frequently 
about his recovery in AA. While 
talking about “the disease” made 
me aware of my heightened genet- 
ic risk of developing an addiction, 
it hadn’t yet caused me to question 
my own drinking habits. Hellooo, Kristin? 

In college, when I was out for the night, I 
never thought about how much I was drinking. 
I would get so entrenched in the social aspect 
that I’d just down drinks, not thinking about 
how it was impairing my mind and body That’s 
just what you do in college— or at least what 
has become the unhealthy “norm.” You play 
flip cup, do keg stands and chug jungle juice 
because it’s “funny” when you drunk-dial boys 
and tell stupid stories from the night before. 

But then, if you’re anything like me, af- 
ter you graduate from college, that style of 
drinking doesn’t naturally just end. You go to 
happy hours, have multiple social circles that 
want you to meet them for drinks on differ- 
ent nights of the week and reunite with high 
school friends on “Blackout Wednesday” So by 
the time I was 26 , 1 hadn’t realized I had con- 
tinued drinking like a college kid. 

Binge drinking is defined by the Centers 
for Disease Control and Prevention as five or 
more drinks for men and four or more drinks 
for women in about two hours. (Show of hands 
if you haven’t seen that regularly?) It is reported 
by I in 6 U.S. adults, according to a 2012 CDC 
study and accounts for more than half of the 
alcohol consumed by adults, according to the 
U.S. Department of Justice. And although the 
CDC says, “Most people who binge drink are 
not alcohol dependent,” multiple studies have 
been published that say adolescent problem 


drinking is associated with problem drinking 
in early adulthood. 

Luckily for me, I was able to avoid becoming 
part of those statistics, thanks to the epiphany 
I had five years ago. I consider that New Year’s 
Day my wake-up call to the rest of my healthy, 
adult life. To this day when I order a beer or 
open a bottle of wine, I think about that morn- 
ing and it helps me keep myself in check. Sure, 
I still go out and take part in the social aspect 
of drinking, but I’m now aware of how much 
I’m consuming. Shots are a rarity I know my 
limits. Hell, for the first sN months of 2010 , 1 
practically stopped drinking alto- 
gether. The thought of drinking 
actually scared me. 

What I had learned about 
alcoholism was mostly based 
on what I was taught in child- 
hood-prevention programs like 
D.A.R.E.: If you drink alone, 
you’re an alcoholic; as long as 
you’re happy when you’re drunk, 
you don’t have a problem; as long 
as you can hold a job, you’re not 
an addict; as long as you don’t 
need a drink when you wake up, you’re not an 
addict. But are those true or just cliches we use 
to rationalize our bad behavior? 

The more people I talk to about “problem 
drinking” versus “healthy drinking,” the more 
I realize I wasn’t alone in questioning what’s 
“normal.” Turns out, a lot of people have a dif- 
ficult time defining “addiction” as it pertains 
to their own lifestyles, which is why RedEye 
will be devoting our 2015 editorial initiative to 
delving into the many forms of addiction, from 
alcohol and drugs to sex, food, technology and 
more. 

I realize that at RedEye, we’re responsible 
for telling readers what to drink and eat, and 
where they can find a good party or bar, so our 
goal with this coverage is not to preach, judge 
or condemn. We encourage fun. We’re all about 
the YOLO. But we also, like someone did for 
me in 2010, want to raise the awareness— and 
start a conversation— about addiction. Binding 
away to define and achieve responsible behav- 
ior is something I think we can all get behind.

Protect your pets in cold 


Frostbitten cat Sunny 
reminds pet owners 
of dangerous weather

As Chicagoans struggle through the sea- 
son’s first serious blast of cold weather, a cat 
named Sunny has a much-needed refuge. 

City workers recently picked up i-year- 
old Sunny wandering around 86oo South 
Colfax Avenue and brought her to Chica- 
go’s animal control center. Animal shelter 
PAWS Chicago took in the multicolored 
kitty Monday. 

Sunny now is at the PAWS facility in Lit- 
tle Village being treated for frostbitten ears, 
according to spokeswoman Sarah Ahlberg. 
She also needed to be shaved to remove 
her badly matted fur and is severely under- 
weight at only 2V2 pounds. 

“We unfortunately see that quite often 
during these months,” Ahlberg said. “We’re 
trying to figure out why she’s so under- 
weight ... so we’re going to run some blood- 
work on her. But she’s doing splendidly” 

PAWS rescues about 6,000 animals a 
year, most of which are transfers from the 
city’s animal control center. Ahlberg said 
the shelter sees more strays in the summer- 
time. But stray dogs and cats suffer in the 


cold weather and often come down with hy- 
pothermia and frostbite, as Sunny did. 

Chicago residents can call 311 or fill out 
an online form to report animals that ap- 
pear to be homeless. 

Tknimal control advocates urge pet owners 
to protect their dogs and cats from the cold. 
City animal control officials say dogs and 
cats are best off being indoors and that low 
wind chills, like those hitting the area this 
week, can be life-threatening for pets. Dogs 
with short hair are particularly vulnerable 
and may need a sweater when taken outside. 
Owners also should wipe off their pets’ paws 
after a walk because road salt can hurt then- 
pads and their mouths if they Uck it. 

Outdoor dogs need protection from the 
cold with an adequately sized doghouse and 
more food than usual, according to officials. 

PAWS Chicago further recommends 
that owners never leave pets alone in a car. 
Owners should contact their veterinarian 
if their pets show signs of hypothermia or 
frostbite, such as shivering, breathing prob- 
lems and shriveled skin. 

PAWS will treat Sunny, but she cannot be 
adopted until the city’s stray hold expires, 
giving any owners time to claim her. Oth- 
erwise she could be available for adoption 
after a few weeks, Ahlberg said.

New GOP Congress 
meets veto threat 

Republicans took complete control of Congress for 
the first time in eight years Tuesday, then ran straight 
into a White House veto threat against their top-pri- 
ority legislation to build the Keystone XL oil pipefine. 

Republicans condemned the announcement, which 
came at the same time they were speaking brightly 
about bipartisan compromises in the two years ahead. 

“I’m really optimistic about what we can accom- 
plish,” said Kentucky Sen. Mitch McConnell, mo- 
ments after he was recognized as leader of the new 
Republican majority on one side of the Capitol. 

At the other end of the building. Rep. John Boehner 
of Ohio easily won a third term as House speaker de- 
spite attempts by tea party-backed dissidents to top- 
ple him. He said the 114th Congress would begin by 
passing legislation to “develop more North American 
energy” among top priorities, adding, “We invite the 
president to support and sign these bipartisan initia- 
tives into law.” 

It was an offer the White House did refuse— in 
advance. “If this bill passes Congress, tbe president 
wouldn’t sign it,” presidential press secretary Josh Ear- 
nest said before Boehner spoke. He said the measure 
would undermine the administration’s review process.

... it was all in a show for comedy trio Two Bunnies Eating Flowers, aka Alex Hanpeter, Kyle 
Reinhard and Jude Tedmori. The three were joined together through The Second City’s comedy 
studies program in 2012, and their 2013 Chicago SketchFest debut “Horses Aren’t People, Fishes 
Aren’t Dogs” blew the roof off that year’s festival with the aforementioned antics. Since that 
time, the trio has continued to perfect its slapstick whack-job comedy via “Hijinks,” its monthly 
show with fellow sketch group Sovereign at The Public House Theatre. In anticipation of the 
group’s Jan. 17 SketchFest show “War on Two Bunnies,” we gathered at Ann Sather in Lakeview 
to talk about Looney Tunes, angry stage managers and the worst night of their lives. 


What was the audience reaction to your 
2013 SketchFest debut? 

Kyie Reinhard: The stage managers were 
upset with us. They saw all the bananas scat- 
tered everywhere and were like, “You guys 
must be pretty pleased with yourselves.” Our 
director [Mike Klasek] had to tell us, “Just so 
you know, you should feel really, really good.” 
Jude Tedmori: They got so mad at us for 
making such a huge mess. Now we look at 


it as one of our finest achieve- 
ments.

based, so I think it came across as perfor- 
mance art.

JT: Last year’s [SketchFest} show was us try- 
ing to chase the dog’s tail so hard.

AH: My big thing is surprise. If I’m watching 
something and I know where it’s going, 
then I’ll get bored.

Are you interested in pushing audiences? 

KR:You can’t let your audience be passive. 
You never want people sitting back and ana- 
lyzing your sketch while you’re doing it. You 
just want their caveman brain to be the thing 
that’s processing it. 

JT: We did a show in New York and they had 
no idea who we were, so they weren’t expect- 
ing anything. I remember when I walked 
out naked for the first time, I heard people 
screaming. They were genuinely shocked. 
That’s always what I’m striving for. 


What’s one word that describes your new 
show? 

KR: Stream-of-conscious. 

JT: Different. 

AR: Playful. 


What shows are you looking forward to at 
this year’s fest? 

JT: MRS. have a commitment to character 
and theatricality in sketch comedy that is 
a big inspiration to Two Bunnies. Also, Oh 
Theodora. Buck [LePard}, Lisa [Dellagiarino 
Feriend} and Trevor [Martin} are some of the 
best, most unique performers in the city and 
have a point of view on sketch that’s different 
from anyone else’s in Chicago.
